Something happened to me recently that has really "opened my 
eyes," as far as freedom of expression and freedom of the press is 
concerned . . . especially since America is "supposed" to be a 
free country. I live here at Washington Heights Apartments with 
my disabled wife, who has been in failing health for the last & 
years, I take care of her full-time in this senior citizen/handi- 
capped apartment building. 

I'd been putting a few of my chaphooks in the magazine rack 
in the laundry room here on the ground floor. I'd thought there 
might be a few people living here who might enjoy looking through 
them. Well, maybe that was the case, but someone (or more than one 
person) threw them in the trash every day for a period of 3 weeks. 
At first, I wasn't really bothered by it, because I knew that in 
this decade there's always a possibility of something like that 
happening . . . anywhere in the world, really. Before they were ‘ 
thrown out for that 3-week period, a member of the building's man- 
agement (very religious Baptists) told me he objected to my writ- 
ing, because he thought (as a minister) that it was "Satanic" and 
"ungodly." Talking with him about freedom of expression and free- 
dom of the press didn't really do any good, unfortunately. So, 
judging from the amount of tension and bad vibes that exist be- 
tween me and the entire management, it's obvious they were respon- 
sible for trashing the chapbooks, even though they've denied doing: 
it repeatedly. So, Jouni, on the last day of that 3 weeks, stres- 
sed out and exhausted from my domestic chores, I "hlew up," right 
in front of the building. I suppose I looked and sounded like 
someone who had just excaped from a psycho ward, but I'd just had 
enough. Bridgeport is a large city, the largest in the state of 
Connecticut, but, in addition to being an urhan wasteland (like 
so many other major American cities) Bridgeport, oddly enough, 
has a very "small town" mentality. I suppose I was reacting to 
THAT, just as much to the fact of my books being thrown out. It 
isn't the way I normally conduct myself, but on that day, things 
had just gotten to be too much!
